No»-, it is in just these littlo unimportant, 


allimportani matters tbat o good nurse is of 
incalculable aid to tho physician. And tho 
growing conviction -o£ tho importance of 
thorough-training of young women as nurses 
is ouo of tho most hopeful signs of medical 
advancement So much has been dono and 
IB doing that tho days of tho Sairy GampH 
and B«tsy Priggs aro numbered.
